The Magistrate so appointed will form a Court known as the 
Municipal Court. Cases within the jurisdiction of the Court 
shall be tried by a bench consisting of not less than two mem¬ 
bers. If a bench consisting of an even number of members 
is equally divided in opinion in any case, the case shall be 
r etried by a bench containing an odd number of members who 
shall decide by a majority of voices. The High Commissioner 
shall appoint the Chairman of the bench and may appoint one 
or more members to be Deputy Chairmen. In the absence of 
the Chairman, the Deputy Chairman, and, if more than one 
be present, the Deputy Chairman senior in age shall preside over 
i he Court and in the absence of the Chairman or any Deputy 
Chairman the Magistrate senior in age shall preside over the 

•Court.
